MULCHING THE ORCHARD. 


It is possible by heavy mulching 


of orchards where grass is allowed 
to grow, to keep the Surface moist 
and loose, so that the grass does no 
injury, but In such cases it will be 
found that the tree roots ran near the 
surface, where they nararally go to 
reach moisture and light. This makes 
such orchards very liable to injury 
by winter freezing. 
It is better to 


cultivate the surface soil to the depth 
of three or four inches, as that makes 
the best mulch and also cuts off the 
tree roots near the surface. 
But a. 


better plan is to train the heads of 
the trees so low that the branches 
will come near the ground. This will 
cause the snow to lie as it falls, mak- 
ing further mulching unnecessary.— 
Epitomist.

Tho potato family, or, as the bo- 
tanists term it. the solanus, is one of 
five or six without which the human 
family wouui find it very difilcult to 
carry forward its present strenuous 
evolution. 
These families seem to 
have been created or evolved at about 
the same time in biological history. 
Tho whole solanum genus abounds in 
plants possessed of totic properties, 
but ono branch has developed a tu- 
ber upon which more human beings 
are dependent than upon any other 
vegetable food—at least in the tem- 
porato zone. 
Its exaltation from a 
demi-poisonons and insignificant con- 
dition came about collateral with the 
first stages of internationalism. 


Tho chronicles of ono of the old 
Spanish travelers, published in 1553, 
says: "The people of Peru eat a tu- 
berous root which they call papas." 
Tho Spaniards took this root to Spain, 
where it was grown as "the trafiic 
root." 
The 
Italians 
very 
quickly 
adopted it into their gardens, and 
soon after tho Dutch wore cultivat- 
ing it with much the same zeal that 
they displayed for tulips. 
Of its in- 
troduction into England, all that we 
arc sure of is that, in 1S5G. Sir Wal- 
ter 
Ilaleigh was grov/ing 
potatoes 
in his Irish garden. 
Thomas Hariot, 
In his account of Virginia, names po- 
tatoes 
among the roots that Avere 
found 
grov/ing 
there» saying that 
some'of them were as big as a walnut 
and others considerably larger, This 
Virginia potato seems to havo been 
that which is now known as the 
Irish, -while that grown in Peru is 
more likely to have been a sweet po- 
tato, 
Another writer, describing the 
esculcnts of Virginia, says that the 
potato root is thick, fat and tuberous, 
not differing much in shape fi'om the 
sweet ])oiato, except that the roots 
are not so great or long, while some 
of them 
are round 
as a ball and 
others are oval, in the egg fashion, 
"of M'hich tho knobbie rootes are fas- 
tened 
with an infinite number of 
threddie strings." 


Early in the seventeenth 
century 
Raloigh'B plantation of potatoes had 
been repeated all ovev Ireland; but 
the farmers of England, moved by 
stubborn prejudice, and possibly in 
part by jealousy, decided that they 
would have nothing to do with the 
tuber. 
Shakespeare makefe Falstaff 
imagine that the heavens aro raining 
potatoes upon him—an 
imagination 


does not adapt itself to that part of 
the Northern States which Is included 
In the apple belt or the corn belt. 
It is a curious fact that the same 
sort of sweet potato is not popular 
both at tho North and n h e South. 
In the North a dry and mealy tuber 
Is preferred, 
but in tho 
Southern 
Stales a soft and sugary tuber 
finds 
the preference. 
In Florida the Irish 
potato Is planted in January, while 
tho sweet potato is planted for the 
Northern market In April, although it 
may bo planted at any time of tho 
year. 


It is often left in the ground, to 
be dug at any time that it is needed 
for the table. 
A Mexican species of 
the batata gives jalap, a medicine of 
which some of us have vivid recollec- 
tions. 
I-Iowover, the familj will be 
known mainly by its roots of a fari- 
naceous and saccharine sort, and by 
its splendid array of climbing and 
flower 
bearing plants. 


Gerardo, speaking of this esculent, 
says: 
"The potato roots are among 
Italianr. Indians and many other peo- 
ples, like 
common 
and 
ordinario 
meate, which no doubt are of mightio 
and 
nourishing 
parts, 
and 
do 
stroivgthen and comfort nature; their 
nutriment is, as it were, a mean be- 
tween fiesh and fruit." He adds that 
£rom the roots may be made a sort of 
conserve, of a no less toothsome and 
wholesome 
daintiness 
than can be 
made of quinces and likev/ise "those 
I comfortable 
and 
delicate 
meates, 
called in shops IMorselle placentulae, 
and divers such like/' 
These roots, 
according to his direction, will serve 
as a ground or foundation upon which 
the "cunning confectioner or sugar 
baker" may work out and frame a 
large number of very delicate sweet- 
meats and other "restoratives." 
He 
describes the roasting of sweet po- 
tatoes in ashes, and tells us that 
when they are roasted they should 
be Infused with wine, poured upon 
them; 
while other tubers may be 
boiled with prunes and eaten 
with 
them; and still others may be dressed 
with oil, vinegar and salt—"but every 
man to his own taste and liking." 
Notwithstanding, "hov/soever they be 


which could hardly havo been de- 
lightful, unless tho potatoes retained 
their original small size. 
It was as 
late as the time of Charles 11., cer- 
tainly it was after the Cromwellian 
episode, before the potato got any 
fair hold in English soil. 


Gilbert White, 
v/riting in 177S, 
says that potatoes had prevailed in 
his district for about twenty years; 
and that this had been brought about 
''only by means of premiums," but 
that potatoes 
were then 
much es- 
teemed by the poorest people, who 
would 
scarcely have 
ventured to 
taste them 
in the 
previous reign. 
Another writer speaks of them as a 
rather 
questionable 
product—pos- 
sible to become human 
food, "al- 
though rather 
flatulent and acid for 
the human 
stomach," 
He recom- 
mends boiling them with dates, and 
thinks that such a combination would 
keep soul and body 
together, for 
tliose who are too poor to get any- 
thing better. 
It is probable that the 
storage of 
this esculent 
Avas very 
little understood, and so, being left 
in tho light after digging, they be- 
came coniinuously less and less suit- 
able for food.

apple it v.'as known until very near 
the middle of the nineteenth century. 
It camo 
originally 
from 
tropical 
America, although I think that one 
variety was native of our Middle 
States. 
It still requires a warm soil 
and a sunny, open position in order 
to develop its fruit to perfection. 
It began to enter into consumption 
rather 
freely about 1840. It was 
still looked upon with suspicion on 
account of its relationship, and for 
a long while the flavor and the rank 
odor caused it to get a very doubtful 
welcome on the dining table. 
The 
rank flavor of those days has been 
cultivated out, while the size and 
shape have been greatly 
improved. 
The 
ideal 
tomato 
is 
free 
from 
wrinkles and from a hard core, which 
were the special characteristics of the 
earlier sorts. 
AVe should find our 
civilization very decidedly affected by 
the entire sweeping out of this deli- 
cious vegetable fruit. 


Gerarde says: "The apple of love 
bringeth forth very long, round stalks 
of branches, fat and full of Ivice, 
traveling upon the ground, not able 
to sustaine himselfe upright by rea- 
son 
of 
the 
tendernesse 
of 
tlie 
stalk, and also the great 
weight 
of 
the 
leaves 
and 
fruit 
where- 
with 
it is surcharged." 
Pie tells 
us 
that 
among 
the leaves 
some 
yellow 
flowers, 
clustering 
upon 
short stems, "where do come 
into 
place afire and goodlie apples, un- 
even and bunched out in many places, 
of a bright shining red, the bigness 
of a goose egg, or a large shining pip- 
pin." 
He adds that the pulp or meat 
is very full of moisture—soft and 
reddish and very much of tho sub- 
stance of the plum. 
He adds that 
the whole 
plant Is of a 
rank and 
stinking 
flavor. 


The yellow tomato was not known 
until 
considerably 
after 
the red 
variety, and was known at first as 
the 
Ethiopian 
apple. 
In England 
they called it tho pomodare. 
The 
yellow varieties aro of milder 
flavor 
than the reds, and recently 
some 
varieties have been developed, 
like 
the Golden Queen, v*'hich are of ex- 
quisite fragrance and 
flavor. 
Skil- 
ful hotisewives are beginning to find 
out the delight of this golden apple, 
especially to use tho slices mixed in 
the dish with those of scarlet 
flesh. 
Gerarde speaks of the golden apple, 
and calls it a "colde herbe, but not 
fully so colde as mandrake," by which 
he evidently means that the tomato 
is a cooling fruit for hot days. 
In 
Spain they eat these "apples" pre- 
pared and boiled, with pepper, salt 
and oil. 
Gerarde insists, ho^vever, 
that the tomato has very little nour- 
ishment, and is practically a poison 
to the human system. 


Another solanum of great 
value, 
and bearing Us fruit above ground, 
is the egg plant. 
Good cooks have 
devised many ways for making this 
a delightfully 
appetizing 
dish, but 
with ordinary cooking it has very 
little value, either as food or as a 
delicacy, 
Gerarde 
seems 
to have 
known a good deal about the cooking 
of the fruit and how easily it could 


be spoiled. 
He saya that tho egg 
plant, which he calls "Madde or Rag- 
ing Apples." has a round stalk of 
about two feet In height and a good 
deal branched out; that It is set 
with broad leaves of a dark brown- 
ish green color, among which appear 
th$ white flowers, sometimes purple 
flowers, looking like a star, with what 
he calls yellow plums in the middle. 
He tells us that the fruit Is about 
as big as a swan's egg. white or 
brown, and containing flat seeds of a 
yellow color. 


"The 
people of Toledo doe eat 
them with 
great 
devotion, 
being 
boiled with fat flesh, adding thereto 
some scraped cheese—which they doe 
keepe in 
vinegar, 
honle, 
or salt 
pickle all winter." 
in Egypt and 
Barbary. he adds that they eat these 
fruits after roasting them in ashes; 
adding oil, vinegar and pepper. 
He 
rather 
wishes 
that 
Englishmen 
should content themselves with moat 
sauce of their own country 
rather 
than partake of sauce and fruit with 
such doubtful and mischevious quali- 
ties as he thinks belong to these 
solanums. 
With this advice he gives 
a side thrust at mushrooms as well. 
On the whole, he would not have 
the egg plant discarded entirely, but 
likes to have it in his garden for the 
beauty of 
it, and 
the 
rareness, 
rather than "for any vertue or good 
qualltie yet knowne." 


The egg plant is entering 
more 
and more into cultivation, and has 
been so nobly improved that it is 
likely to be in everybody's 
garden 
hereafter. 
Unfortunately it needs a 
very long season, and does not like 
the chilly days which are likely to 
occur in May. It thrives grandly in 
our Southern States, but I have not 
found it even there In very general 
cultivation. 
It requires about the 
same temperature as the tomato, and 
will grow on almost any soil that is 
rich and deep. 
It is hardly worth 
while to spend time on the plant iu 
heavy and cold clay soil. 
The toma- 
to never likes to be checked in its 
growth, and the egg plant, is still 
morQ particular on this point. 


In the real potato 
family—sola- 
num or nightshade—there are also 
flowers 
conspicuous for their beauty, 
Louis might well wear the potato 
flower in his buttonhole for its pretti- 
ness alone. 
Much resembling 
this 
blossom are the purple clusters of 
the deadly nightshade—-which is also 
notable for its largo clusters of .bril- 
liant berries, that are found on the 
roadside fences in wild ways, and 
occasionally 
along 
our more civi- 
lized highways. The dautro, or trum- 
pet flower, is found not only In the 
Jamestown weed 
(or jimsonweed), 
but in many improved sorts, double 
and single, and very fragrant, bril- 
liant yellows, competing with 
rich 
purples. 
They are grown in our gar-

FOOD FOR BEES. 


Bees make the quality of their 
honey according to the kind of food 
or fiowers from which it is procured. 
Good authorities on bee culture state 
that 
when beos 
are fed scorched 
honey the honey in the comb did not 
differ therefrom.

occurred when granulated honey was 
fed to the bees. 
Honey can there- 
fore be adulterated in the combs, 
Gincose, when fed to bees, is de- 
posited in the comb as glucose, and 
it has long been known that certain 
fiowers 
produce honey of a superior 
quality to that derived from others. 
—Farmer's Home Journal. 


MAKING

Drainage is a live subject with the 
farmers in many sections, and many 
would be glad to do a great deal more 
of it if they were in a financial condi- 
tion to do so. While tile drains are 
considered the best, board drains will 
give very good service for a number 
of years and will enable the farmer 
to raise better crops and thus provide 
himself with the means for buying 
tile later on. 
Board drains, especially 


We should 
hardly know what to do without an- 
other floral member of this family, 
which we have called the petunia—

Peruvian 
name of petun, 
slightly 
modified. 
This 
glorious 
flower 
has proved itself capable of 
astonishing

be found in our gardens. 
Not a few 
skilled gardeners have been 
proud 
to associate their names with im- 
proved sorts of this 
flower. 


It is curious to find a close rela- 
tioaship existing between the pota- 
to and tobacco. 
This fragrant weed 
entered into 
consumption 
with al- 
most equal promptness, and has more 
than kept pace with the succulent 
root. 
Charles Lamb was not the 
only one among the old English writ- 
ers to describe its charms, as well as 
the consequences of indulgence, in 
classical literature. 
It is the one 
plant that has all of logic against it 
and all of custom in its favor. 
In 
an ordinary company of twenty per- 
sons the non-users 
will surely be 
found in a minority. 
It fits itself 
to tho strenuous m e of Americans 
as a tonic or sedative. 
It furnishes 
no nutrition, but is claimed to calm 
nervous excitability and to restrain 
hunger. 
Nicotine 
is one 
of the 
most powerful of nerve poisons, and 
after producing convulsions kills the 
victim by failure of respiration and 
paralysis. 
Tobacco smoke, however, 
contains no nicotine, but does con- 
tain other substances producing the 
same effect. 
The cigarette 
victim 
finds himself 
subject 
to giddiness, 
faintness, and after a" while to in- 
tense nausea. It seems probable that, 
as the evils producbd by the use of 
tobacco become better known, and 
at the same time more pronounced 
in effect, that it will be eliminated 
from general use. It certainly is hav- 
ing a mai'ked influence for msichief 
on the excitable American tempera- 
ment. 
I have no room for anything 
like an adequate story of this pestif- 
erous plant. 
I havo never yet seen 
a young person who was not damaged 
by its use, intellectually and morally, 
as well as physically. 
My wonder 
remains that parents and teachers, 
as well as pi'eachers, can be found 
who prefer self indulgence to a man- 
ly example. 


"r®^hav8 not entirely exhausted the 
beneficent and iu^levolent evolutions 
of this solanum family. 
Other fam- 
ilies of 
plants certainly 
contain a 
larger number of eatable products; 
but none contains a wider range of 
such very diverse products as this 
nightshade 
or 
solanum—which 
I 
have preferred to call the potato fam- 
ily. 
Some of the more 
Important 
members of this stock are of such 
recent development that we are war- 
ranted in believing that it contains 
other 
fruits or roots, that 'will iu 
our time become effective agents in 
the evolution of mankind.

tho products of these other iamilies 
that offer us their fruits for food 
or their leaves for healing,—li'i'oiu

where the ground is so wet that they 
aro kept constantly saturated 
with 
water, will last for years. 
Farmers 
living in the districts where timber 
is cheap will find that such drains 
will answer the purpose very well 
M'ithout much expense. 
Such drains 
have been known to last twenty or 
twenty-five years, at which time they 
seemed to be in just as good a" state 
of preservation as on the day they 
were put in. 


To make wooden drains it usually 
requires two men, one to hold the

boards in place; and the other to nail 
them together. 
This method of mak- 
ing board drains, suggests the Farm- 
er, can be improved upon by the use 
of a "standard." 
This consists of an 
upright board, three feet high, having 
notches cut into it six inches apart, 
one inch wide and several inches deep 
to hold the boards firmly. The boards 
are laid in the notches when the 
top board can be quickly and evenly 
nailed on. 


Another 
method consists of two 
posts driven into the ground about 
three feet from the fence with notched 
boards nailed across from each post 
to the fence. 
With such a rig as this 
troughs can be quickly and easily 
made by one man alone. 


HARVESTING APPLES. 


This is one of the most important 
duties connected with the crop. The 
time has gone by when apples could 
be shaken from the trees, or picked 
up 
from the ground as windfalls. 
The best success in keeping them in 
winter is when not a single apple 
in a barrel is bruised or injured in 
any manner. 
Just as soon as the 
skin Is broken the apple begins to 
decay, and for that 
reason 
apples 
must be picked by hand and handled 
in a manner to prevent the slightest 
injury, as the decay of one apple will 
soon affect all, Apples that are not 
perfectly 
sound 
when 
harvested 
should not go into the barrel, but be 
made into cider. 
The main point is 
to keep apples cool. 
It is warmth 
not cold that Injures them.—Epito- 
mlat

MULCHING T H E ORCHARD. 


It Is possible by heavy 
mulching 
of orchards where grass is allowed 
to grow, to keep the surface moist 
and loose, so that the grass does no 
injury, but in such cases it will be 
found that the tree roots r u n near the 
surface, where they naturally go to 
reach moisture and light. This makes 
such orchards very liable to Injui'y 
by winter freezing. 
It is better to 
cultivate the surface soil to the depth 
of three or four inches, as that makes 
tho best mulch and also cuts off the 
tree roots near the surface. 
But a. ' 
better plan is to train the heads of j 
the trees eo low that the branches V 
will come near the ground. 
This will 
cause the snow to lie as it falls, mak- 
ing further mulching unnecessary.— 
Epitomist.

It must not be assumed, because 
fat, beef, mutton and pork-loin arc 
high in the list, that they are desira­ 
ble only for those who do hard out­ 
door work. 
They take such high 
places because of tho fat in them 
that gives energy for work. 
Dwellers 
in cities do not require much fat. 
Lean beef is probably the best meat 
for a city m a n ;, then mutton, pork, 
chicken and veal in the order named. 
Young veal has little nutriment, and 
“bob” veal is not fit for food. 
Eggs 
are good, but too many invito bilious­ 
ness. 
Fish ranges far below meat in 
nutriment. 
Fruits aid digestion, but 
will not lake the place of more solid 
food. 
Wheat flour, also corn and 
rye, and peas and barley, are nearly 
as nutritious as good meats, thougli 
no one has to consume more bulk 
and weight to get tho same food 
value.— Metropolitan Magazine. 
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Tho potato family, or, as the bo­ 
tanists term it, the solanus, is one of 
five or six without which the human 
family wouhi find it very difficult to 
carry forward its present strenuous 
evolution. 
These families seem to 
have been created or evolved at about 
the same time in biological history. 
The whole solanum genus abounds in 
plants possessed of to d c properties, 
but ono branch has developed a tu­ 
ber upon which more human beings 
are dependent than upon any other 
vegetable food— at least in the tem­ 
perate zone. 
Its exaltation from a 
demi-poisonous and insignificant con­ 
dition came about collateral with the 
first stages of internationalism. 


The chronicles of ono of the old 
Spanish travelers, published in 1553, 
says: “ The people of Peru eat a tu­ 
berous root which they call papas." 
Tho Spaniards took this root to Spain, 
where it was grown as “the traffic

The 
Italians 
very quickly 
adopted it into their gardens, and 
soon after tho Dutch were cultivat­ 
ing it with much the same zeal that 
they displayed for tulips. 
Of its in­ 
troduction into England, all that we 
are sure of is that, in 1S56, Sir Wal­ 
ter Raleigh was growing potatoes 
in his Irish garden. 
Thomas Harlot, 
in his account of Virginia, names po­ 
tatoes among the roots that were 
found 
growing 
there, saying that 
some#of them were as big as a walnut 
and others considerably larger. This 
Virginia potato seems to have been 
that which is now known as the 
Irish, while that grown in Peru is 
more likely to have been a sweet po­ 
tato. 
Another writer, describing the 
esculents of Virginia, says that the 
potato root is thick, fat and tuberous, 
not differing much in shape from the 
sweet potato, except that the roots 
are not so great or long, while some 
of them 
are round 
as a ball and 
others are oval, in the egg fashion, 
“of which tho knobbie rootes are fas­ 
tened with an infinite number of 
tlireddie strings.” 


Early in the seventeenth century 
Raleigh*» plantation of potatoes had 
been repeated all over Ireland; but 
the farmers of England, moved by 
stubborn prejudice, and possibly in 
part by jealousy, decided that they 
would have nothing to do with the 
tuber. 
Shakespeare makes Falstaff 
imagine that the heavens are raining 
potatoes upon him— an imagination 
which could hardly have been de­ 
lightful, unless tho potatoes retained 
their original small size. 
It was as 
late as the time of Charles II., cer­ 
tainly it was after the Cromwellian 
episode, before the potato got any 
fair hold in English soil. 


Gilbert White, writing“ in 177S, 
says that potatoes had prevailed in 
his district for about twenty years; 
and that this had been brought about 
“ only by means of premiums,” but 
that potatoes 
were then 
much es­ 
teemed by tho poorest people, who 
would 
scarcely have 
ventured to 
taste them 
in the 
previous reign. 
Another writer speaks of them as a 
rather 
questionable 
product— pos­ 
sible to become human food, “al­ 
though rather flatulent and acid for 
the human 
stomach.’’ 
He recom­ 
mends boiling them with dates, and 
thinks that such a combination would 
keep soul and body together, for 
those who are too poor to get any­ 
thing better. 
It is probable that the 
storage of 
this esculent 
was very 
little understood, and so, being left 
in tho light after digging, they be­ 
came continuously less and less suit­ 
able for food. 


The story of the introduction of 
the potato into Franco has been often 
told. 
The country people were so 
convinced of the poisonous nature of 
the tuber that they would not give 
it a trial. 
Its friends were actually 
mobbed for trying to introduce a 
food that would poison tho people. 
The story goes in two ways. 
One of 
ihese tells us that King Louis XIV. 
wore potato blossoms in his button­ 
hole, and had potatoes on his royal 
table, until they became popular with 
the 
aristocratic 
classes. 
Another 
story recounts how a celebrated phy­ 
sician and philanthropist planted a 
field of potatoes, about which ho 
placed a guard, with instructions to

way their prejudice w'as overcome, 
and a 
valuable esculent 
added to 
their dietary. 
The planting in Ire­ 
land went on so extensively that Cob- 
bett declared it was destined to ruin 
the whole country. 
The people were 
turning aside from* other articles of 
food so generally to tho culture of 
'the potato that when tho rot set in 
they starved. 
This rot, which is so 
very difficult to control even at the 
present day, spread all over Ireland 
just before the middle of the nine­ 
teenth century. 
The whole world 
came to the rescue with shiploads of 
cereals, and yet it was one of the 
greatest 
disasters that 
ever over­ 
whelmed any nation. 


The sweet potato must not be u n ­ 
derstood as being a close relation 
of the common potato. 
It belongs 
in the morning glory family, which is 
much more notable for its flowers 
than for its edible products. 
Its bo- 
tannical surname is batata, and it 
certainly glorifies even the gorgeous 
floral family to W’hich it belongs. The 
crop in the United States amounts 
annually to over 50,000,000 bushels, 
and every year it is coming more 
into general use. 
Unfortunately it 


does not adapt itself to that part of 
the Northern States which is included 
in the apple belt or the corn belt. 
It is a curious fact that the same 
sort of sweet potato is not popular 
both at tho North and 'the South. 
In the North a dry and mealy tuber 
is preferred, 
but in tho 
Southern 
States a soft and sugary tuber finds 
the preference. 
In Florida the Irish 
potato is planted in January, while 
tho sweet potato is planted for the 
Northern market in April, although it 
may bo planted at any time of the 
year. 


It is often left in the ground, to 
be dug at any time that it is needed 
for the table. 
A Mexican species of 
the batata gives jalap, a medicine of 
which some of us have vivid recollec­ 
tions. 
However, the famil} will be 
known mainly by its roots of a fari­ 
naceous and saccharine sort, and by 
its splendid array of climbing and 
flower bearing plants. 


Gerarde, speaking of this esculent, 
says: 
“The potato roots are among 
Italians Indians and many other peo­ 
ples, like 
common 
and 
ordinarie 
meate, which no doubt are of mightio 
and 
nourishing 
parts, 
and 
do 
strengthen and comfort nature; their 
nutriment is, as it were, a mean be­ 
tween flesh and fruit.” 
He adds that 
from the roots may be made a sort of 
Conserve, of a no less toothsome and 
wholesome daintiness than can be 
made of quinces and likewise “those 
comfortable 
and 
delicate 
meates, 
called in shops Morselle placentulae, 
and divers such like.’’ 
These roots» 
according to his direction, will serve 
as a ground or foundation upon which 
the “cunning confectioner or sugar 
baker” may work out and frame a 
large number of very delicate sweet­ 
meats and other “restoratives.” 
He 
describes the roasting of sweet po­ 
tatoes in ashes, and tells us that 
when they are roasted they should 
be infused with wine, poured upon 
them; while other tubers may be 
boiled with prunes and eaten with 
them; and still others may be dressed 
with oil, vinegar and salt— “but every 
man to his own taste and liking.” 
Notwithstanding, “howsoever they be 
dressed, they comfort, nourish and 
strengthen the human body.” 


Another member of the solanum 
family would, I think, be released 
from our dietary with nearly as much 
regret as tho potato; and the history 
of the tomato is quite as curious as 
that of its congener. 
Gerarde called 
it the “apple of love,’’ and as love- 
apple it was known until very near 
the middle of the nineteenth century. 
It came 
originally from 
tropical 
America, although I think that one 
variety was native of our Middle 
States. 
It still requires a warm soil 
and a sunny, open position in order 
to develop its fruit to perfection. 
It began to enter into consumption 
rather freely about 1S40. 
It was 
still looked upon with suspicion on 
account of its relationship, and for 
a long while the flavor and the rank 
odor caused it to get a very doubtful 
welcome on the dining table. 
The 
rank flavor of those days has been 
cultivated out, while the size and 
shape have been greatly improved. 
The 
ideal 
tomato 
is 
free 
from 
wrinkles and from a hard core, wiiich 
were the special characteristics of the 
earlier sorts. 
We should find our 
civilization very decidedly affected by 
the entire sweeping out of this deli­ 
cious vegetable fruit. 


Gerarde says: “The apple of love 
bringeth forth very long, round stalks 
of branches, fat and full of ivice, 
traveling upon the ground, not able 
to sustaine himselfe upright by rea­ 
son 
of 
the 
tendernesse 
of 
the 
stalk, 
and 
also the great weight 
of 
the 
leaves 
and 
fruit 
where­ 
with it is surcharged.” 
He tells 
us 
that 
among 
the 
leaves 
some 
yellow 
flowers, 
clustering 
upon 
short stems, “where do come into 
place afire and goodlie apples, un­ 
even and bunched out in many places, 
of a bright shining red, the bigness 
of a goose egg, or a large shining pip­ 
pin.” 
He adds that the pulp or meat 
is very full of moisture— soft and 
reddish and very much of tho sub­ 
stance of the plum. 
He adds that 
the whole 
plant is of a 
rank and 
stinking flavor. 


The yellow tomato was not known 
until 
considerably 
after 
the red 
variety, and was known at first as 
the Ethiopian apple. 
In England 
they called it tho pomodare. 
The 
yellow varieties are of milder flavor 
than the reds, and recently some 
varieties have been developed, like 
the Golden Queen, which are of ex­ 
quisite fragrance and flavor. 
Skil­ 
ful housewives are beginning to find 
out the delight of this golden apple, 
especially to use tho slices mixed in 
the dish with those of scarlet flesh. 
Gerarde speaks of the golden apple, 
and calls it a “colde herbe, but not 
fully so colde as mandrake,” by which 
he evidently means that the tomato 
is a cooling fruit for hot days. 
In 
Spain they eat these “apples” pre­ 
pared and boiled, with pepper, salt 
and oil. 
Gerarde insists, however, 
that the tomato has very little nour­ 
ishment, and is practically a poison 
to the human system. 


Another solanum of great value, 
and bearing its fruit aboye ground, 
is the egg plant. 
Good cooks have 
devised many ways for making this 
a delightfully 
appetizing 
dish, but 
with ordinary cooking it has very 
little value, either as food or as a 
delicacy, 
Gerarde 
seems 
to have 
known a good deal about the cooking 
of the fruit and how easily it could 


be spoiled. 
He says that tho egg 
plant, which he calls “Madde or Rag­ 
ing Apples,” has a round stalk of 
about two feet in height and a good 
deal branched out; that it is set 
with broad leaves of a dark brown­ 
ish green color, among wfhicli appear 
thd white flowers, sometimes purple 
flowers, looking like a star, with what 
he calls yellow plums in the middle. 
He tells us that the fruit is about 
as big as a swan’s egg, white or 
brown, and containing flat seeds of a 
yellow color. 


“The people of Toledo doe eat 
them with 
great 
devotion, being 
boiled with fat flesh, adding thereto 
some scraped cheese— which they doe 
keepe in 
vinegar, 
honie, 
or salt 
pickle all winter.” 
In Egypt and 
Barbary, he adds that they eat these 
fruits after roasting them in ashes; 
adding oil, vinegar and pepper. 
He 
rather 
wishes 
that 
Englishmen 
should content themselves with meat 
sauce of their own country rather 
than partake of sauce and fruit with 
such doubtful and mischevious quali­ 
ties as he thinks belong to these 
solanums. 
With this advice he gives 
a side thrust at mushrooms as well. 
On the wiiole, he would not have 
the egg plant discarded entirely, but 
likes to have it in his garden for the 
beauty of 
it, and 
the 
rareness, 
rather than “for any vertue or good 
qualitie yet lcnowne.” 


The egg plant is entering more 
and more into cultivation, and lias 
been so nobly improved that it is 
likely to be in everybody’s garden 
hereafter. 
Unfortunately it needs a 
very long season, and does not like 
the chilly days wiiich are likely to 
occur in May. 
It thrives grandly in 
our Southern States, but I have not 
found it even there in very general 
cultivation. 
It requires about the 
same temperature as the tomato, and 
will grow on almost any soil that is 
rich and deep. 
It is hardly worth 
while to spend time on the plant in 
heavy and cold clay soil. 
The toma­ 
to never likes to be checked in its 
growth, and the egg plant, is still 
mor$ particular on this point. 


In the real potato family— sola­ 
num or nightshade— there are also 
flowers conspicuous for their beauty. 
Louis might well wear the potato 
flower in his buttonhole for its pretti­ 
ness alone. 
Much resembling this 
blossom are the purple clusters of 
the deadly nightshade—^which is also 
notable for its large clusters of -bril­ 
liant berries, that are found on the 
roadside fences in wild ways, and 
occasionally 
along 
our 
more civi­ 
lized highways. The dautro, or trum ­ 
pet flower, is found not only in the 
Jamestown weed 
(or jimsonweed), 
but in many improved sorts, double 
and single, and very fragrant, bril­ 
liant yellows, competing with rich 
purples. 
They are grown in our gai 
dens with excellent effect. We should 
hardly know what to do without an­ 
other floral member of this family, 
which we have called the petunia— 
the old 
Peruvian 
name of petun, 
slightly 
modified. 
This 
glorious 
flow'er has proved itself capable of 
astonishing 
modifications 
in color 
and in size, with some of the most 
delicate markings and pencilings to 
be found in our gardens. 
Not a few 
skilled gardeners have been proud 
to associate their names with im­ 
proved sorts of this flower. 


It is curious to find a close rela­ 
tionship existing between the pota­ 
to and tobacco. 
This fragrant weed 
entered into 
consumption 
with al­ 
most equal promptness, and has more 
than kept pace with the succulent 
root. 
Charles Lamb was not the 
only one among the old English writ­ 
ers to describe its charms, as well as 
the consequences of indulgence, in 
classical literature. 
It is the one 
plant that has all of logic against it 
and all of custom in its favor. 
In 
an ordinary company of twenty per­ 
sons the non-users will surely be 
found in a minority. 
It fits itself 
to the strenuous life of Americans 
as a tonic or sedative. 
It furnishes 
no nutrition, but is claimed to calm 
nervous excitability and to restrain 
hunger. 
Nicotine 
is one 
of the 
most powerful of nerve poisons, and 
after producing convulsions kills the 
victim by failure of respiration and 
paralysis. 
Tobacco smoke, however, 
contains no nicotine, but does con­ 
tain other substances producing the 
same effect. 
The cigarette victim 
finds himself 
subject 
to giddiness, 
faintness, and after a' while to in­ 
tense nausea. It seems probable that, 
as the evils produced by the use of 
tobacco becomo better known, and 
at the same time more pronounced 
in effect, that it will be eliminated 
from general use. 
It certainly is hav­ 
ing a marked influence for msichief 
on the excitable American tempera­ 
ment. 
I have no room for anything 
like an adequate story of this pestif­ 
erous plant. 
I have never yet seen 
a young person who was not damaged 
by its use, intellectually aud morally, 
as well as physically. 
My wonder 
remains that parents and teachers, 
as well as preachers, can be found 
who prefer self indulgence to a man­ 
ly example. 


I^have not entirely exhausted the 
beneficent and jn^levolent evolutions 
of this solanum family. 
Other fam­ 
ilies of 
plants certainly 
contain a 
larger number of eatable products; 
but none contains a wider range of 
such very diverse products as this 
nightshade 
or 
solanum— which 
I 
have preferred to call the potato fam­ 
ily, 
Some of the more important 
members of this stock are of such 
recent development that we are war­ 
ranted in believing that it contains 
other fruits or roots, that will in 
our time become effective agents in 
the evolution of mankind. 
Lordly 
as we assume to bu, we are really 
tho products of these other families 
that offer us iheir fruits for food 
or their leaves for healing.— From 
The Independent, 
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FOOD FOR BEES. 


Bees make the quality of their 
honey according to the kind of food 
or flowers from wiiich it is procured. 
Good authorities on bee culture state 
that when bees 
are fed scorched 
honey the honey in the comb did not 
differ therefrom. 
The same result 
occurred when granulated honey wTas 
fed to the bees. 
Honey can there­ 
fore be adulterated in the combs. 
Gincose, when fed to bees, is de­ 
posited in the comb as glucose, and 
it has long been known that certain 
flowers produce honey of a superior 
quality to that derived from others. 
— Farm er’s Home Journal. 


MAKING BOARD DRAINS. 


Drainage is a live subject with the 
farmers in many sections, and many 
would be glad to do a great deal more 
of it if they were in a financial condi­ 
tion to do so. 
While tile drains are 
considered the best, board drains will 
give very good service for a number 
of years and will enable the farmer 
to raise better crops and thus provide 
himself with the means for buying 
tile later on. 
Board drains, especially

where the ground is so wet that they 
are kept constantly saturated with 
water, will last for years. 
Farmers 
living in the districts where timber 
is cheap will find that such drains 
will answer the purpose very well 
without much expense. 
Such drains 
have been known to last twenty or 
twenty-five years, at which time they 
seemed to be in just as good a" state 
of preservation as on the day they 
were put in. 


To make wrooden drains it usually 
requires two men, one to hold the 
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Standard Attached to Fence. 


boards in place and the other to nail 
them together. 
This method of mak­ 
ing board drains, suggests the Farm ­ 
er, can be improved upon by the use 
of a “standard.” 
This consists of an 
upright board, three feet high, having 
notches cut into it six inches apart, 
one inch wide and several inches deep 
to hold the boards firmly. The boards 
are laid in the notches when the 
top board can be quickly and evenly 
nailed on. 


Another method consists of two 
posts driven into the ground about 
three feet from the fence with notched 
boards nailed across from each post 
to the fence. 
With such a rig as this 
troughs can be quickly and easily 
made by one man alone. 


HARVESTING APPLES.

This is one of the most important 
duties connected with the crop. The 
time has gone by w'hen apples could 
be shaken from the trees, or picked 
up from the ground as windfalls. 
The best success in keeping them in 
winter is when not a single apple 
in a barrel 13 bruised or injured in 
any manner. 
Just as soon as the 
skin is broken the apple begins to 
decay, and for that reason apples 
must be picked by hand and handled 
in a manner to prevent the slightest 
injury, as the decay of one apple will 
soon affect all, 
Apples that are not 
perfectly 
sound 
when 
harvested 
should not go into the barrel, but be 
made into cider. 
The main point is 
to keep apples cool. 
It is warmth 
not cold that injures them.— Epito- 
mist 


MULCHING THE ORCHARD. 


It is possible by heavy mulching 
of orchards where grass is allowed 
to grow, to keep the surface moist 
and loose, so that the grass does no 
injury, but in such cases it will be 
found that the tree roots run near the 
surface, where they naturally go to 
reach moisture and light. This makes 
such orchards very liable to injury 
by winter freezing. 
It is better to 
cultivate the surface soil to the depth 
of three or four inches, as that makes 
the best mulch and also cuts off the 
tree roots near the surface. 
But a, 
better plan is to train the heads of | 
the trees so low that the branches \ 
will come near the ground. This will 
cause the snow to lie as it falls, mak­ 
ing further mulching unnecessary.— 
Epitomist.

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WRECKED ON LAND OF FIRE. 


Six members of the crew of the 
American bark Prussia, wrecked on 
Staten Island, Terra del Fuego, were 
landed at New York recently by the 
steamer 
Tennyson, 
which 
brought 
\hem from Montevideo. 
Four mem- 
bers of the crew perished and three 
are still in the hospitaLat Punta Ar- 
enas. 
One of the three is John C. 
Drake, son of a well to do Norfolk, 
Va., family, who shipped before the 
mast at $5 a month for the good of 
his health and for the 
experience. 
He has sent home a request for $400 
to get back in comfort with. 
Those 
•who got in on the Tennyson were 
John Hunter, the mate, who has rela- 
tives in the city; Carl Stark, the car- 
penter; Ernest E. Rainey, a seaman 
and a native of Portland. Me.; Her- 
man Heyne, a native of Leipsig; Geo. 
Richter, also a native of Leipsig, and 
Y. Takoman, the Japanese cabin boy, 
who is detained at Ellis Island. Cap- 
tain Johnson died at Staten Island; 
Sabata, a Japanese cook, and Harry 
Hammond are supposed to have per- 
ished in the wreck. 
Joseph Hosteth, 
a Norwegian, died in trying to get to 
the lighthouse on New Year's^Island 
for help. 
Stanislaus Porthin, a sail- 
or, and Helman Harke are at Punta 
Arenas. 


The Prussia was 
owned 
at 
San 
Francisco and sailed from Norfolk 
on March 17 with a cargo of coal said 
to be for the Government and des- 
tined for San Francisco. 


On June 19 she was off Staten Isl- 
and. 
It was bitterly cold. 
Captain 
Johnson was trying 
to 
make 
New 
Year's Island light. 
A storm came 
up in the night and the bark 
was 
ashore a wreck before the 
danger 
was realized. 
She broke up at once. 
Every man jumped 
overboard 
and 
eleven of the thirteen reached a strip 
of sand which was somewhat shel- 
tered by overhanging rocks. 
They 
kept warm as best they could through 
the night. 
At dawn Sabata, the cook, 
and Hammond, a sailor, were missing. 
The Prussia was gone. 
The strip of 
sand was liot more than 300 feet 
long and impassable cliffs kept the 
men from escaping across the island. 
The captain was so eshausted 
that 
he died early in the morning and was 
buried on the beach. 
The men col- 
lected what 
v/reckage 
they 
could, 
made a fire, constructed what shelter 
they were able, secured some cans of 
provisions, and talked over means of 
i^scape. 


Carpenter Carl Stark was set lo 
work at once to build a small boat. 
He hacT no tools and had to make 
hem from iron in the wreckage. All 
hands helped, but it was a slow, tedi- 
ous job, and they feared that their 
provisions v/ould not last. 
It -was de- 
ided that two of their number should 
try to work over the mountains, and 
the lot fell to Porthin and Hosteth. 
These two scaled the high rocks and 
started across. 
After a few days Por- 
thin returned, crawling on his hands 
and knees. 
His feet v/ere badly froz- 
eii and Hosteth, 
he 
reported, 
had 
frozen to death. 


The food had given out. 
The rocks 
were covered with limpets which the 
sailors collected, and they killed some 
seals that 
entered 
the' cove. 
The 
seals, Rainey says, seemed to acquire 
wisdom, and after-, a few had been 
killed avoided the place. 
The boat 
was finished after thirty days of hard 
work and Mate Hunter, 
Stark 
and 
Heine started off to find Nev/ Year's 
Island and send a rescue party to 
their 
mates. 
It 
was only 
thirty 
miles to the island, but the frail shell 
in which they risked their lives had 
to be favored, and they avoided the 
open §ea and worked in and put of 
the bays and inlets. 
It took them 
six days to reach the lighthouse and 
they thlhk they went 100 miles. 


Lieutenant Delgado, who 
is 
sta- 
tioned at the light, called for volun- 
teers, and with six men in a whale- 
boat, with Hunter acting as pilot, he 
started to rescue the men still on 
Staten Island. 
The weather grew so 
bad that they, too, spent six days at 
it, and consumed more than half of 
the provisions they had taken aboard. 
The bad weather lasted and they had 
to wait six days longer before ven- 
turing on the return voyage back, 
with little left to eat. 
Luckily the 
voyage to the light v/as a quick one, 
taking only one da^:^ 
The 
sailors 
were carefully nursed at the light and 
sent on by the tender Orestes to Pun- 
ta Arenas. 
Porthin was in the worst 
'Uape, and 
it was feared that 
he 
^ould lose both feet.

•yere sent by steamship 
to 
Monte- 
video. 


EAGLE DROPS 
CHII^D. 


One of the pair of giant bald eagles 
that nest jn a dead chestnut tree on 
Waukhaw Mountain, near Caldv/el], 
N. J., carried three-year-pid 
Gladys 
Vreeland to the top of a tall hemlock 
tree on a recent morning and wrapped 
her into its branches, according to the 
story told by her father, John Miltop 
Vreeland, a farmer. 


The child 
v/eighs forty 
pounds, 
and, according to the father's story, 
the great bird was barely able to 
maintain its flight under the weight. 
Us carrying off of the girl was more 
than half involuntary, its talons hav- 
ing become caujht in her clothing 


when she attempted to save a bon 
from the eagle. 


Vreeland said the bird had been 
soaring over his chicken run for more 
than an hour. 
He saw it swoop down- 
ward into a clump of currant bushes. 
In the bushes the eagle pounced upon 
a hen, but could not rise with Its proy 
because of the thick folinc:c. 
Tho 
flapping tho great wings attracted the 
child to tho spot, and when she saw 
the lien held by the eagle she seized a 
stick and began to belabor tho ma- 
rauder. 


The eagle sprang on her. sinking 
its talons into her dross, tho sharp 
claws tearing her flesh. 
Her cries 
brought her father running from a 
field near by. 
At sight of tho man 
the bird, attempting to rise, drag- 
ging tho child, struggling, after it. 
Vreeland believes that the bird's tal- 
ons became entangled in tho girl's 
dress and that it could not free itself. 
The two eagles have been familiar to 
the 
neighborhood 
since 1903, but 
never had they boon known to attack 
human beings before. 


The great bird rose slowly and la^ 
boriously, its wimxs beating the air 
wildly and the child screaming in ter- 
ror. 
Vreeland sprang forward, but 
before he got within reach tho bird 
had lifted itself and its precious bur- 
den above him and was slowly rising 
higher and higher. 
The child contin- 
ued to struggle and the bird seemed 
trying to free itself. 


It had reached the top of a tall 
hemlock tree when the struggles of 
the girl rent her dress at the left 
shoulder. 
For several seconds she 
hung with her entire weight In the 
grasp of one talon of tho eagle, which 
continued flapping the air wildly and 
trying to make headway. 


Then the dress at the right shoul- 
der gave way and Gladys fell through 
the 
branches 
of 
tho tree 
to 
the 
ground, where fortunately a pile of 
hay broke her fall, so that she was 
little injured. 
As the child dropped 
the eagle shot through the air toward 
the mountain at express train speed.

WRECKED ON LAND OF FIRE. 


Six members of the crew of the 
American bark Prussia, wrecked on 
Staten Island, Terra del Fuego, were 
landed at New York recently by the 
steamer Tennyson, which 
brought 
them from Montevideo. 
Four mem­ 
bers of the crew perished and three 
are still in the hospitaLat P unta Ar­ 
enas. 
One of the three is John C. 
Drake, son of a well to do Norfolk, 
Va., family, who shipped before the 
mast at $5 a m onth for the good of 
his health and for the experience. 
He has sent home a request for $400 
to get back in comfort with. 
Those 
who got in on the Tennyson were 
John Hunter, the mate, who has rela­ 
tives in the city; Carl Stark, the car­ 
penter; Ernest E. Rainey, a seaman 
and a native of Portland, Me.; H er­ 
man Heyne, a native of Leipsig; Geo. 
Richter, also a native of Leipsig, and 
Y. Takoman, the Japanese cabin boy, 
who is detained at Ellis Island. Cap­ 
tain Johnson died at Staten Island; 
Sabata, a Japanese cook, and Harry 
Hammond are supposed to have per­ 
ished in the wreck. 
Joseph Hosteth, 
a Norwegian, died in trying to get to 
the lighthouse on New Year’s-*Island 
for help. 
Stanislaus Porthin, a sail­ 
or, and H elm an Harke are at Punta 
Arenas. 


The Prussia was owned 
at San 
Francisco and sailed from Norfolk 
on March 17 with a cargo of coal said 
to be for the Government and des­ 
tined for San Francisco. 


On June 19 she was off Staten Isl­ 
and. 
It was bitterly cold. 
Captain 
Johnson was trying to make New 
Year’s Island light. 
A storm came 
up in the night and the bark was 
ashore a wreck before the danger 
was realized. 
She broke up at once. 
Every man jumped 
overboard 
and 
eleven of the thirteen reached a strip 
of sand which was somewhat shel­ 
tered by overhanging rocks. 
They 
kept warm as best they could through 
the night. At dawn Sabata, the cook, 
and Hammond, a sailor, were missing. 
The Prussia was gone. 
The strip of 
sand w*as not more than 300 feet 
lon-g and impassable cliffs kept the 
men from escaping across the island. 
The captain was so exhausted that 
he died early in the morning and was 
buried on the beach. 
The men col­ 
lected what 
wreckage 
they 
could, 
made a fire, constructed w hat shelter 
they were able, secured some cans of 
provisions, and talked over means of 
escape. 


Carpenter Carl Stark was set 10 
work at once to build a small boat. 
He hacf no tools and had to make 
them from iron in the wreckage. All 
hands helped, but it was a slow, tedi­ 
ous job, and they feared th at their 
provisions would not last. 
It was de­ 
cided that two of their number should 
try to work over the mountains, and 
the lot fell to Porthin and Hosteth. 
These two scaled the high rocks and 
started across. 
After a few days Por­ 
thin returned, crawling on his hands 
and knees. 
His feet were badly froz­ 
en and Hosteth, he 
reported, 
had 
frozen to death. 


The food had given out. 
The rocks 
were covered with limpets which the 
sailors collected, and they killed some 
seals th at 
entered 
the* cove. 
The 
seals, Rainey says, seemed to acquire 
wisdom, and after- a few had been 
killed avoided the place. 
The boat 
was finished after thirty days of hard 
work and Mate Hunter, Stark 
and 
Heine started off to find New Year’s 
Island and send a rescue party to 
their mates. 
It was only 
thirty 
miles to the island, but the frail shell 
in which they risked their lives had 
to be favored, and they avoided the 
open sea and worked in and put of 
the bays and inlets. 
It took them 
six days to reach the lighthouse and 
they thihk they went 100 miles. 


Lieutenant Delgado, who 
is 
sta­ 
tioned at the light, called for volun­ 
teers, and with six men in a whale­ 
boat, with H unter acting as pilot, he 
started to rcscue the men still on 
Staten Island. 
The weather grew so 
bad th at they, too, spent six days at 
it, and consumed more than half of 
the provisions they had taken aboard. 
The bad weather lasted and they had 
to wait six days longer before ven­ 
turing on the return voyage back, 
with little left to eat. 
Luckily the 
voyage to the light was a quick one, 
taking only one day* 
The sailors 
were carefully nursed at the light and 
sent on by the tender Orestes to Pun­ 
ta Arenas. 
Porthin was in the worst 
' ’;ape, and it was feared that he 
^rould lose both feet. 


From Punta Arenas the six men 
y e re sent by steamship 
to Monte­ 
video. 


EAGLE DROPS CHILD. 


One of the pair of giant bald eagles 
that nest jn a dead chestnut tree on 
W aukhaw Mountain, near CaldwelJ, 
N, J., carried three-year-old Gladys 
Vreeland to the top of a tall hemlock 
tree on a recent morning and wrapped 
her into its branches, according to the 
story told by her father, John Milton 
Vreeland, a farmer. 


The child weighs forty pounds, 
and, according to the father's story, 
the great bird was barely able to 
m aintain its flight under the weight. 
Its carrying off of the girl was more 
than half involuntary, its talons hav­ 
ing become caught in her clothing 


when she attempted to save a hen 
from the eagle, 


Vreeland said the bird had been 
soaring over his chicken run for more 
than an hour. He saw it swoop down­ 
ward into a clump of currant bushes. 
In the bushes the eagle pounced upon 
a hen, but could not rise with its prey 
because of the thick foliage. 
The 
flapping the great wings attracted the 
child to the spot, and when she saw 
the hen held by the eagle she seized a 
stick and began to belabor tho ma­ 
rauder. 


The eagle sprang on her, sinking 
its talons into her dress, tho sharp 
claws tearing her flesh. 
Her cries 
brought her father running from a 
field near by. 
At sight of tho man 
the bird, attempting to rise, drag­ 
ging the child, struggling, after it. 
Vreeland believes that the bird's tal­ 
ons became entangled in tho girl’s 
dress and that it could not free itself. 
The two eagles have been familiar to 
the 
neighborhood 
since 1903, but 
never had they been known to attack 
hum an beings before. 


The great bird rose slowly and la« 
boriously, its wings beating the air 
wildly and the child screaming in ter­ 
ror. 
Vreeland sprang forward, but 
before he got within reach the bird 
had lifted itself and its precious bur­ 
den above him and was slowly rising 
higher and higher. The child contin­ 
ued to struggle and the bird seemed 
trying to free itself. 


It had reached the top of a tall 
hemlock tree when the struggles of 
the girl rent her dress at the left 
shoulder. 
For several seconds she 
hung with her entire weight in the 
grasp of one talon of tho eagle, which 
continued flapping the air wildly and 
trying to make headway. 


Then the dress at the right shoul­ 
der gave way and Gladys fell through 
the 
branches 
of tho tree 
to 
the 
ground, where fortunately a pile of 
hay broke her fall, so that she was 
little injured. 
As the child dropped 
the eagle shot through the air toward 
the m ountain at express train speed. 
— New York World. 


TH R EE TIGERS AT LARGE. 
Tigers are not regarded as desira­ 
ble fellow passengers on a pleasure 
trip; but as they are always “ per­ 
sonally conducted,'” 
they

boats

Mr. ,T. F. 
Keane, the author of “Three Years 
of a W anderer’s Life,” tells how he 
once crossed the Indian Ocean 
in 
company with three young tigers that 
were larger than Newfoundland dogs, 
and with several hundred Mecca pil­ 
grims. 


T h e deeper used to drive the tigers 
through a middle partition of the 
cage wrhen he wanted to enter. 
One 
morning he neglected to put up the 
bars on the side he had done with, 
went round the cage, drove the tigers 
through tho partition and clear out 
of the open cage. 
It might have been 
attended with serious consequences, 
but to me, who saw the thing too late 
to interpose, it looked supremely ab­ 
surd. 


The tigers, on obtaining their lib­ 
erty for the first timp in their lives, 
took different directions, and crouch­ 
ing in the nearest corners, lay snarl­ 
ing and exposing their teeth, show­ 
ing unm istakable signs of fear— a 
most dangerous fear.

for this purpose will be very slight when divided among several families. 


The camp site should be located in the mountains or in some quiet farm- 
ing section, near famous boating and fishing grounds; and there will be little

chaperon—to devote only a portion of his time each 
day to the boys, while

the enthusiasm of the boys in relating early camping experiences and In the 
advantages of their surroundings. 
And while putting up at a hotel or farm- 
house let him watch over camp and campers from a distance, appearing to 
the boys as a good chum, who may be depended upon to-increase thier pleas- 
ure in each dav's sport. Let him also send regular letters to the parents of 
the boys that will allay all anxieties'that might arise from letters of boyish 
enthusiasm. Then the parents may travel, or spend their time at a fashion- 
nble hotel if doftired (where the boys wouldi find it irksome as well as expen- 
sive), knov/ing that their boys are culUvating methodical Ideas in attending 
to their own camp cooking and housekeephig and independence in providing 
dailv tabic supplies; and at the same time are having a royal good time in 
fulfilling the cherished desire of their hearts. 
It is the most agreeable solu-

ho was president, and so do not count. 
- The sons of thirteen 
presidents— 
John Adams, John Qulncy Adams, Van 
Buren, William Henry Harrison, Ty- 
ler. Taylor, Fillmore, Lincoln, Grant, 
Hayes. Garfield, Arthui 
and 
Benja- 
min Harrison—have liv.>d to 
man's 
estate. 
The sons of Cleveland and 
Roosevelt are still boys. 


Of the twenty-one prt-sldents* sons 
who have reached manhood nine have 
bulked large In the p\iblic eye on 
their own account, and all but one or 
two have been solid. substantVil citi- 
zens. 


The prominent nine aro John Quin- 
ck Adams, president, .liidomatlst and 
representative; 
Charles 
Francis 
Adams, publicist and statesman; Ro- 
bert Tyler, register of the Confeder- 
ate treasury; 
Richard 
Taylor, 
who 
served 
with 
distinguished 
gallantry 
on the Confederate side of the civil 
war; John Van Buren. prominent in 
State politics and just entering nation- 
al politics when he died; Robert Todd 
Lincoln, Cabinet Minist-^r. diplomatTst; 
and president of a world-famous cor- 
poration; Frederick Dent Grant, dip- 
lomatist 
and general in the 
army; 
Henry A. Garfield, lawyer, banker and 
professor of politics in a great uni- 
versity, and James R. Garfiold, State 
Senator and United States Civil Ser- 
vice Commissioner of Corporations in 
the Department of Commerce and La- 
bor, now in the Cabinet.

provided,

and 
its 
navigable branches. 
At a conference 
of public olllclals from twelve or fif- 
teen States, held in I\lemphis two or 
i three weeks ago. a sot of resolutions 
were adopted calling on Congress to 
make 
certain 
improvements 
which 
would promote this object. 
President 
Roosevelt has given the matter 
his 
hearty approval already, and is ex- 
pected to say a good word for it in 
his next annual message. 


The work 
recommended 
by 
tho 
Memphis convention consists of two 
portions. 
One 
would 
Improve 
the 
communication between Chicago and 
St. Louis by deepening the 
Illinois 
River, into which the Chicago sewage 
canal now discharges. An outlet would 
thus be affordetl for lake steamers to 
the Mississippi, and hence to the Gulf 
Just how much use they would make 
of the route is a question not decided, 
but there s?rms to be a good deal ot 
talk 
about 
the» matter. 
Competent 
judgvs say that the task of deepen- 
ing the Illinois presents no special 
difllculty. 
That section of the pro- 
posed waterway is SGT miles in length 
The other extentls from St. Lours r-o 
Now Orleans and is 950 miles long. 
New Orleans is about 100 miles up 
stream from the Gulf of Mexico, but 
is already easily accessible from that 
body of water.

The information is that he cruelly bea 
the girl recently and drove her from home. 
This followed repeated acts of a very hein­ 
ous character, and after she was driven 
from home the girl concluded to tell the 
whole story and bring her sinning father 
to justice. She accordingly went before 
a magistrate and made the information 
which led to her father’s arrest and incar­ 
ceration. Tbe maximum penalty for the 
offense charged is seventeen years in the 
penitentiary. 


The affair has created a great sensation 
in the neighborhood of Miller’s home and 
all over the Summit region, w’here he was 
well known. The man has been indus­ 
trious and is fairly well to do. There is 
insanity in his family and several mem­ 
bers have had to be confined in asylumns. 


Miller is not thought to be Wtogcthdr 
mentally sound,and this is the only ground 
upon which hie unnatural crime can bo 
explained.
